City discusses dredging, teen center, budget

EAST JORDAN - Following a 
lengthy budget discussion meeting on 
Monday, March 27, the regularly- 
scheduled Tuesday evening East Jor- 
dan city commission meeting was 
short and to the point. The consent 
agenda was passed with no discus- 
sion. The remaining items on the 
regular agenda were also all passed. 
These included a resolution to place 
delinquent bills on the 2006 summer 
tax roll for collection; a resolution for 
a charitable gaming license for the 
Crossroads Ecumenical Resale Shop 


to hold a Ducky Derby; and a resolu- 
tion to update the East Jordan Com- 
munity Recreational Plan. 

In his comments, city administra- 
tor David White addressed the dredg- 
ing and repair issues for the boat 
launch and city marina. R-E. Lyons 
has given the city a bid for repair work 
to the city boat slips 57 and 60, as well 
as to straighten bumpers and do some 
maintenance on the pier. The bid for 
the docks was $9,800, and the pier 
work was bid at $6,100. The total of 
$15,900 is in the budget, but Parks 
and Recreation manager Tom Cannon 
requested that the commission allow 
him to borrow the money from a re-

habilitation fund in order to get the 
project started. The money would be 
paid back when the budget is ap- 
proved. 

The commission approved 
Cannon’s request and also voted to 
enter a contract with Lyons. 

The Department of Environmental 
Quality has ordered that the city col- 
lect dredge samples before it can 
move forward with its dredging per- 
mit, and Gourdie Frasier wil] obtain 
the samples for a cost not-to-exceed 
$5,600. White requested permission 
to borrow the amount from the city 
fund balance in order to move for- 
ward, If the samples are not obtained

as ordered by the DEQ, the permit 
will be expired and the city will have 
to reapply for a permit. 

The commission voted to authorize 
the loan from the fund balance. The 
current permit only allows fora small 
amount of dredging to be done. Ac- 
cordiftg to White’s report, the city has 
a “maintenance dredging permit, 
good until 2008, for the boat launch. 
This will allow for a Band-Aid mea- 
sure for the boat launch to open this 
year.” 

White reported that dredging work 
for the harbor will take longer, and 
said, “Staff is now reviewing al! op- 
tions to see if any relief can take place 


this year for the harbor.” 

During the commissioner’s com- 

. Ments, commissioner Ron Klooster 

said that he had been approached by 
an ecumenical church group inter- 
ested in using the former Four Cor- 
ners Market for a teen center, and 
wondered if the city would consider 
allowing the use of the building. 

Mayor Mark Postma stated that the 
group would have to present a formal 
request, but recommended that the 
request be made quickly, as the com- 
mission will be making a decision 
soon on demolition options.

BOYNE CITY - The proposed city 
budget for fiscal year May |, 2006- 
April 30, 2007, was reviewed by city 
commissioners at the March 28 com- 
mission meeting and is now. up for. 
public comments. * 

A public hearing is scheduled for 
7 p.m., Tuesday, April 1]. at City Hall, 
after which commissioners will likely 
vote on adopting the proposed 
$11,202,039 budget. 

The new fiscal year is in step with 
past years’ financial challenges for the 
city and the state as a whole, city 
manager Michael Cain reported to 
commissioners. 

A portion of the expense for repair 
and reconstruction of streets. both 
major and local, must be met by the 
city in order for it to take advantage 
of available state funds. The proposed 
budget allocates $964,670 for major 
streets, such as Front Street, and 
$573,140 for local streets, including 
North and Bay streets. 

Michigan's economic outlook re- 
mains troublesome, Cain said. State 
revenue sharing is expected to de- 
crease and the city’s proposed bud- 
get anticipates this. Boyne City con- 
tinues to find its own financial house 
in good order, he said. 

Total city millage rates will de- 
crease by 0.5 mills. The proposed

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Movie meltdown 


I took three of my nephews, ranging from 14 10 9, 
to see “Ice Age, the Meltdown,” Sunday. We left the 
house early, figuring there would be a line for a Sun- 
day matinee on the show’s opening weekend, but in 
fact, we were among the first there, and the boys se- 
lected excellent seats. 

Tiny little kids surrounded us. For those of you who 
watched the first “Ice Age,” you will know that the 
main story line is in- 
tersected by a squirre} 
who is on a quest to 
capture and keep an 
acorn. This squirrel- 
gets-acorn, squirrel- 
loses-acorn saga con- 
tinues in the sequel, 
and is in some ways 
the favorite part of the 
movie for young afi- 
cionados — and prob- 
ably for the rest of us, 
too. 1 wanted specifically to go when I thought little 
people would surround me ~ that way, even if I didn’t 
love the movie, I would be guaranteed a laugh in sym- 
pathy with their giggling and shrieks of laughter. 

I was. My nephews are old enough that the slap- 
stick, Acme-style, death-defying falls and feats do not 
make them shrill with joy, but there were others de- 
lightfully shrill. 

But now I am going to give something away. It is 
small - you might miss it. Maybe I should have missed 
it. Maybe I am too particular about such things. Maybe 
I need to loosen up. What do you think? 

There is a point in the movie when the meltdown 
has begun and chunks of an iceberg are beginning to 
break loose, threatening the prehistoric cartoon char- 
acters with extinction by drowning. 

One mother is standing below the cliff-like glacial 
wall, and as she watches a big block of ice calve off 
the top, she says, wonderingly, “Damn!” 

1 am not shocked. I am just bewildered. 

Why this gratuitous “damn” in the middle of a kids, 
movie? There were other moments too adult, but per- 
haps enough too adult to worry about. If the child 
isn’t going to get it, maybe it’s okay to slip in some 
humor a bored mom or dad can appreciate in the midst 
of the silliness. 

But kids get “damn.” And while in some house- 
holds that is pretty mild language, in many house- 
holds it’s still! swearing. It is in mine even today, and 
only adults live there. 

Casual swearing is immensely prevalent, | know 
that. Most people use a little blue language in the 
course (coarse?) of the day. If you ever use a com- 
puter, you either swear, if mildly and only occasion- 
ally (or only in German), or are eligible for saint- 
hood. Sometimes swearing is effective, and may be 
redeemed by usefulness, although I personally draw 
the line at some words which are never, ever neces- 
sary. 

I always told my kids ~ and they have frequently 
ignored this good advice — that swearing only has one 
value: shock value. If you use it too frequently, you 
lose the only value it has. Resorting to swearing in 
normal conversation is indicative of a flimsy or lazy 
vocabulary. ' 

In any case, is there any place for it in a kid, movie? 
What was gained? What point was made’? Who ben- 
efits here? Certainly there was no real shock value, 
and it was a relatively mild swear word, but what was 
the point? 

I think it’s a sign of the times. It's a sign of the 
coarsening of the culture that transcends just language. 

I would tove to return to a culture that was just a 
little more genteel. I would like us all to refrain a 
little more from vulgarity. We could all go back in 
the closet. We could all talk a little less about sexual- 
ity, use language that was a little more refined, listen 
to music that elevated (but not elevator music), read 
books that make us reach for the dictionary. 

That mom could have said, “Zounds!” or “Eureka!” 
Both are short and to the point, like “damn.” They 
have a humor factor, in that they’re funny-sounding 
words. And they have this redemptive value as well - 
they increase vocabulary. They add color (not blue) 
and depth. They make kids giggle, but not guiltily. 
Try it, you’ ll see. 

There are those who will see this complaint of mine 
— and it is a complaint, though I enjoyed the movie —

But what I’m find- 
ing out is that there’s really no sense in hurrying along 
the way. 

Switching jobs can be a nerve-wracking thing. Last 
Thursday, | was hurrying along the highway, trying to 
make it to another appointment, and then home-I will 
be moving up, but now I’m commuting from Bellaire— 
when I calmed down enough to realize what a beautiful 
day it was. In Ellsworth, I saw the girl's softball team 
practicing at the ball diamond, and IJ saw a little boy 
swing a stick at some imaginary dragons in his front 
yard, Out in the country, I saw a sea gulls flocking be- 
hind a tractor, to gobble worms out of the freshlyplowed 
soil. All I could think was, “I’m rich.” I had an intern- 
ship in Chicago before I moved to Michigan, and al- 
though at the time I would have given my eye teeth to 
stay there and work at a big paper, I don’t regret moving 
now. Northern Michigan—Charlevoix County espe- 
cially—really is a beautiful, comfortable sort of place, 
and I’m blessed to have the opportunity to live. here. 

The other thing that I’ve found I like about writing 
for local newspapers is that you do—quite often, actu- 
ally—get to meet a lot of the people you’ re writing for. 
It’s actually kind of refreshing to see somebody in the 
grocery store or in the gas station that you met while 
writing an article, and have the chance to catch up with 
them on how they’re doing. It’s also refreshing to have 
an audience to write for—one of the first things they 
tell you in school about writing is to think of who you’re 
writing for, and that’s really hard to do if half a million 
or more people are going to read your articles. Not so at 
local newspapers. You’ve got to be accurate, but also 
gentle, and where possible, kind, because your friends, 
neighbors and acquaintances will know that you wrote 
it. You've also got to find and write good stories, and 
put as much community news -items-as ‘you can in the 
paper, because (in the Citizen-Journal’s case, at least) 
the only local paper, and people are counting on you to 
do a good job for them. It’s a big responsibility—al- 
most a frightening one until you realize that the com- 
munity can be your friend. You can let go and become 
one of them. And then, some people will understand if 
you miss a story, or forget to put in something they sub- 
mit, because they know you, and because they know 
you are human. 

In short: I’m going to be happy to live here, I’m al- 
ready happy to work here, and I look forward to meet- 
ing as many of you as I can.

“In the low-tech days, 
people would call people to 
scam them,” said Attorney 
General Mike Cox. “Now, 
more of it is going online.” 

Identity theft is a crime 
on the rise, said Terry 
Jungel, director of the 
Michigan Sheriffs’ Asso- 
ciation (MSA). 

“It’s a risk-free way for 
people to steal things with- 
out being confronted,” said 
Jungel. 

The MSA has identified 
more than 800 kinds online 
scams and swindles and is 
conducting public aware- 
ness campaigns, Jungel 
said. 

The Attorney General’s 
office is using a $600,000

Tips for avoiding 
online scams 


¢ Know the person to whom you are giving 
information to whether it’s over the Internet, 
phone’or fax. Don’t provide personal infor- 
mation unless you initiate contact and are cer- 
tain of legitimacy. | 

¢ Be suspicious of any request for personal 
information. Financial institutions are unlikely 
to ask for personal intormationin an‘e-maill. 
7-* Do business only. with Internet compa- 
nies that use a secure form for private infor- 
mation such as account or credit card num- 
bers. The form will tell you that the site is 
secure and ask If you wish to proceed. 

* Don't buy products from merchant or auc- 
tion sites if the deal looks “too good to be 
true.” 

* Change your passwords periodically, us- 
ing passwords that can’t be easily guessed. 

¢ Always log off from your online banking 
session. Shut off your computer or discon- 
nect from the Internet when not in use.
